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PUSD Makes $8 Million + Settlement 


A settlement of a _ legal 
confrontation between the Placentia 
Unified School District and the city 
of Anaheim over loss of revenues to 
the schools on Anaheim redevelop- 
ment areas, has resulted in an 
immediate $1,018,500 cash settle- 
ment and a probable minimum of an 
additional $7,101,720 over a 15 year 
period for specific school projects. 

All agreements were ratified 
Thursday by the PUSD Board of 
Trustees and Anaheim City Council 


seated as the Alpha 
Redevelopment Agency. 

The monies are to compensate for 
revenues that would have in time 
gone into PUSD coffers had the 
redevelopment project not been 
organized. 

The redevelopment agency takes 
in all industrial lands, including 
Autonetics, in the north portion of 
Anaheim, which in some areas also 
fall within the large 34-square-mile 
Placentia school district. 


Project 


The settlement is a compensation 
for tax levies which will now accrue 
to the redevelopment agency. 

To be paid within 90 days is the 
sum of $1,018,500. The other funds 
will be compensated biannually at 
the rate of $473,448 a year at the 
present evaluation. If the properties 
involved appreciate in value, which 
is anticipated, the yearly amount 
could be higher. 

Additional funds, however, will 
be earmarked only for a special

around 8:45 a.m. Monday when a mounted, mobile 96-foot oil derrick toppled over as it was servicing an oil well in 
the Atwood community, Placentia, near Cherry and Van Buren Streets, in sight of Orangethorpe Avenue.

Bradford Plans Continue 


A series of meetings concerning 
the Bradford House, involving board 
members of the Placentia Founders 
Society and representatives of the 
Placentia City Council is expected to 
result in a further presentation 
before the city’s governing body. 

It was anticipated this week that 
the Founders would give a more 
detailed accounting of their plans to 
the city council on February 15. 


Items to be considered in the 
recital involve such essentials as 
uses for the heritage home by floor, 


a time line of accomplishment, code 
considerations and the approval of 
various city departments, such as 
fire and building inspection. 

The Founders are expected also to 
provide a schedule of proposed 
modifications for the home to bring 
it up to code standards, accepted 
uses and cosmetic improvements. 

‘Also to be considered are parking 
provisions, maintenance of the 
home and immediately sirrounding 
grounds and payment of utilities for 
the home. ° 

Proposed uses for the house 


would be brought before the city 
council for,its approval before they 
could be implemented. The 
Founders Society also would be 
expected to provide adequate and 
comprehensive insurance for the 
home. 

It was anticipated at a meeting of 
the principals Monday night that a 
report would be given to city couneil 
last Tuesday by Councilwoman 
Virginia Farmer who with Council- 
man Donald Holt are serving as a 
city council subcommittee.

Anaheim Homeowners 
Object To HigherS&S Walls 


Any efforts by S and §S 
Construction Company (Shapell) -to 
raise walls of homeowners whose 
houses back up to the Atchison, 
Topeka and Santa Fe tracks in the 
city of Placentia, may bring reaction 
from homeowners in Anaheim 
whose homes back up to the other 
side of the busy railroad. 

William Foster, who lives in one of 
the Anaheim homes said this week 
that he is seeking assistance through 
the Anaheim City Council and 
Councilman John Seymour to secure 
protection for the Anaheim homes. 

‘* Additional height to the existing 
walls in Placentia will only raise the 
noise level to the south of the 
tracks,’’ Foster pointed out, adding 
that he is requesting notification 
from the city of Placentia if such 


_ construction is being considered. 


Foster, who reports that home- 
owners in the Anaheim tract are also 
having problems with noise and 
vibration, first notified the city of 
Placentia of their concern in 1974. 

At that time they took the matter

to Anaheim Councilman John 
Seymour who requested a report 
from the Ariaheim-~city staff. 
Anaheim residents were concerned, 
it was stated, that the. ‘‘proposed 
noise barrier may reflect noise from 
the railroad into their area.”’ 

Bob Kelley of the Anaheim 
Development Services Department 
Planning Division issued a state- 
ment on June 27, 1974 outlining: ‘‘It 
appears that the Anaheim residents 
are justified in their concern. The 
railroad bed is about six feet above 
the level of the homes. There is 
probably a high level of noise from 
the railroad now and_ the 
construction of the proposed barrier 
could add a few decibels to the noise 
level. Neither the EIR (Environ- 
Impact Report) nor the 
accoustical study (of the Placentia 
tract) has taken this factor into 
consideration.”’ 

The statement continues: ‘‘No 
reply has been received to a letter 
which was written to the city of 
Placentia Director of Community 


Development on June 7, 1974, 
expressing our concern about this 
matter. 

‘‘The Placentia EIR Review Board 
and Planning Commission have 
already approved the project and the 
tract will be considered at the 
meeting of the Placentia City 
Council on Tuesday evening, July 2, 
1974 at 7:30 p.m.,’’ the statement 
continued. 

A letter was then sent to the 
Placentia City ‘Council under the 
signature of Anaheim Mayor 
William J. Thom. 

The letter outlined: ‘‘One of the 
features of the project is a sound 
barrier to shield the residents of the 
tract from the noise of the trains. 
Residents of the area south of 
Crowther Avenue in the city of 
Anaheim have expressed concern 
about the possibility that this barrier 
will reflect the ncise from the trains 
onto their property. A review of the 
Environmental impact Statement 
and the acousticai study indicates

Corporation Yard Site Not Ideal 


Placentia has chosen a location for 
its corporation: yard which may. not 
be ideal, it was indicated in a 
statement on the site’s Environ- 
mental Impact Report delivered by 
Bill Cunningham of Environmental 
Land Planners. 

Cunningham remarked to the 
city’s planning commission that 

erhaps the site isn’t the best, 


- “looking at it as objectively as we 


can. It is in the section of the city that 
is master planned for single family

residential. There is some question 
about whether people would like to 
ldok down on a corporation yard.” 

The EIR, Tuesday night was 
unanimously passed by planning 
commissioners. 

The city’s corporation yard, a 
gathering place for its equipment 
will be placed east of the John Tynes 
School on the extension of Chapman 
Avenue in an area of $80,000 to 
$100,000 homes build by S. and S. 
Construction (Shapell). Problems 


have already arisen in the area over 
noise and _ vibrations from the 
Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fe 
Railroad mainline which is nearby. 

It was pointed out in a previous 
EIR hearing that the location had 
been addressed as to the suitability 
of the hilly site and ‘the aesthetic 
impact that a corporation yard might 
have on future residential develop- 
ment in the vicinity. ; 

The plans for the yard call for

‘I feel that the school is very 
essential,’ Jimenez continued. ‘‘If 
the‘community would be devoid of a 
school, then certainly there would be 
much reason for people to relocate or 
move out of the area.’’ 

‘‘The evening recreational facili- 
ties for our children would be lost,’’ 
Jimenez added. *‘Not only would the 
kids attending the school be affected 
but older kids would be deprived of 
their recreation. é 

‘‘It has been stated that the only 
concern we have is for the recreation 
within the La Jolla area. This is not 
the case. The baseball field is used 
more extensively by other people 
from other parts of the district,” 
Jimenez stated. 

Jimenez also 
‘Closing one elementary school is 
unfair and undemocratic. The 
residents of the oldest school are 
also the oldest taxpayers of the 
community...We have contributed 
tax dollars to have new schools built 
in other parts of the school district 
without demanding that a new 
school also be built in the La Jolla 
area. 

‘*The injustice of the matter is that 
this staff recommends the proposal 
not to build a new school in the La 
Jolla area or to renovate McFadden, 
but to give it the coup de grace.”’ 
Jimenez sat ‘down to applause. 

At first Jimenez’s petitions were 
turned down but later the committee 
accepted them. 

The plea was delivered to 
members of the special PUSD 
committee as part of the public input 
in their deliberations for attendance 
boundaries for the new John O. 
Tynes Elementary School.

“The Anaheim City. Council 
requests that action on tentative 
tract No. 8434 be continued and that 
an acoustical study be made to 
determine how the barrier might be 
accomplished in order to minimize 
the impact of the noise on the 
property south of Crowther Avenue 
in the city of Anaheim." 

Foster said that he believes that 
the noise inthe Anaheim homes has 
increased since the Placentia homes 
were built. “‘There’s more noise 
bouncing off the walls and the 
homes." he described. 

Foster said that he will ask to 
speak before the Placentia City 
Council whenever the  Shapell 
homes are again on the agenda and 


that he has sent information to both 
Anaheim and Placentia — City 
Councils. Shapell and the attorney 
for the Placentia homeowners, 
whose houses lie north of the tracks 
and west of the intersection of 
Orangethorpe — and Chapman 
Avenues. 

Fight of the Placentia Shapell 
homes have been held off the market 
by the Placentia City Council until 33 
homes in the tract. lying closest tu 
the railroad tracks are brought into 
noise limit conformity. The homes 
have twice failed to pass noise limit 
tests. 

The Placentia homeowners have 
protested their walls being raised 
any higher because of confinement 
and ‘‘because that was not what we 
bought at the tract model."’

A Candidate Speaks 
On McFadden 


Inhightof the factthat lam a candidate for the up-coming election to the 
Placentia Unified School District Board of Trustees, I feel that Lhave some 
obligation to the voters in this district to make known my feelings 
regarding the present controversy regarding the closing of the McFaddgn 
Elementary school located in the La Jolla neighborhood. oF 

I would hike to state here and now that 1am opposed to the concept of 
busing in principle for several reasons. The first reason has to do with the 
natural right and desires of parents. who are the primary educators of 
their children, to send them to the school which is nearest their home 
environment. This right belongs to all parents regardless of their racial or 
ethnic background. The residents of the La Jolla neighborhood are no 
exception. Because they wish to exercise this natural right does not make 
them segregationists. This holds true for any area or neighborhood. 

Avsecond reason has to do with a basic caring for the children 
thenfSelyes. Are children to be treated like so many sacks of potatoes, 
arbitrarily moving them around from place to place? Are not the natural 
Stresses of growing up today enough without having to add to it by 
subjecting them to busing? 

A third reason has to do with economics. To my way of thinking, it 
makes far more sense to put dollars into the direct upgrading of school 
standards in one’s neighborhood than in spending fantastic sums of 
Money moving people around. Ata ume when the burden of taxation is 
becoming unbearable tor the average citizen, can we afford this waste? | 
think not. In the light of present construction costs. especially when 
building from the ground up, would it not be less costly to refurbish an 
dready existing structure, which to those who have known it for a long 
time, is net just another building” 

What about the issue of the adjoining recreational facilities? We live in 
atime of an ever rising ertme rate. As a Deputy Sheriff 1 feel that 1 can 
certainly address myself to this issue with first hand knowledge. The best 
was Co fight negativity is with something positive. Statistics show that the 
greatest number of law violators range in age from the latter teens to the 
firsthalLot the avenues. Can we afford to close much needed recreational 
facilities? Ts net the economic savings acerued through sound crime 
preventive measures also important and relevant? Using the criteria of 
persons arrested under eighteen years of ave. official statistics indicate 
that the rate of juvenile apprehension has risen from approximately 
fitteen thousand in 1932 to approximately one million six hundred and 
sixty one thousand in 1970. You bet recreation is relevant. 

Finally. | must admit that the logic escapes me which procedes along 
the line that we should close a local schogl because of decreasing 
enrollment while several other schools are under construction; that we 
can save mones be selling off a school building and surrounding grounds 
only to spend the money for busing Children to another school, and then 
causing the new school to become nearly obsolete in short order due to 
overcrowding. Maybe Pm dense but if anyone can explain the hidden 
wisdom buried deep in this way of thinking. please enlighten me. It seems 
a matter of common sense tome, but then, common sense seems to be in 
short supply today.

This is entirely too much at stake 
for residents and property owners in each affected area; to be decided by 
two groups of 5 elected officials in each organization.
